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MEMORANDUM SPOILS 


PREMIER ROBLIN’S LITTLE PLAN 

Federal Government favorable to an 
extension of the boundaries of the 
Prairie Province. 


Ottawa, April 3.—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier submitted to Parliament to- 
‘day the memorandum of the ressons 
which induced the Governor-General- 
inCouncil to postpone to a latter 
date the decision as to what is to be 


done with the proposal to extend the 
boundaries of Manitoba to the bay. 

The publication of the memorandum 
at this moment will serve to destroy 
certain absard stories which have 
been invented and put into circulation 
by Messrs. Rogers and Campbell of 
the Manitoba Government. The docu- 
ment shows that the whole matter 
has been considered on the basis of 
the public interests and makes ‘the 
Rogers-Campbell inventions appear 
ridiculous. 


The extention of the boundary 
westward, is definitely refused, for 
reasons that are plainly set forth ; but 
so far from refusing the northward 
extention of the provincee to Hud- 
son’s Pay, the memoramdum makes ji 
quite clear that the Government is 
favorable to the project and will 
carry it out in the near future. 


NATURE OF THE CONFERENCE 


The document also clears up a very 
general misconception arising from 
Sir Wilfrid’s speech in introducing the 
autonomy bills. On that occasion ‘Sir 
Wilfrid said that Quebec and other 
provinces wouid be invited to 2 con 
ference to consider the question, af- 
ter the rising of Parliament. Some 
have taken strong exception to this, 
under the impression that he meant 
that Quebee world have something ito 
say as to whether Manitoba is to be 
extended to nc bay, put the memor 
andum makes it clear that the idea 
is to have a general conference of the 
province to determine what d Sposi- 
tion should be made of the unorgan- 
ized territories lying acress the Do- 
minion to the north of ‘the provinces, 

There is a proposition to extend all 
the provincial boundaries northward 
to the very edge of the Deminion. 
This would give Ungava to Quebec, 
the Yukon to British Columbia, the 
Mackenzie basin to Alberta, ete. 
Should this rule be followed literally, 
however, the extension of Manitoba 
would not touch the bay. The whole 
western shore ef the bay ineloding 
Port Churchill would belong to On. 
tari It is this fact which gives 
Ontario justification for interference, 
and makes necessary a round table 
conference between Mnrnitoba, Qntario 
and the Dominion. The authorities 
here are entirely friendly to the con 
tention of Mani'oba as to the memor- 
indum expressly sets forth and there 
ts a* good dea? of wonderment as to 
what ail the indignation and fuss in 
Manitoba is about. The memoran- 
dum in fall is as follows: 


THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


“The commit‘ee of the Privy Coun- 

cil have ha@ under consideration, a 
memo’) I dited Ieth of January, 1905 
from the Provincial Government of 
Manitoba, praying for an extension 
of the boundaries of the province 
Westword ‘o !nelude a portion of the 
present districts of Assiniboia and 
Saskatchewan, and northward to 
Hudson's Pay.

000 square miles to the already 
large area of the province and 
would b: viewed with disfavor, as 
well by the old previnces as by the 
new districts of Assinibbia, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and Athabasca, 
which have been created in the 
North West Territories and which 
will ultimately become provinces of 
the Domin.on. It would largely add 
to the expenses of the Government 
without increasing the resources of 
Manitoba already pronounced by 
the Government of the province to 
be insufficient to meet its normal 
an: necessary epxenditures. 

“The committee under these cir- 
cumstances, humbly submit to your 
excellency that it is inexpedient te 
alter the boundaries of the  pro- 
vices as prayed for.” 


CHANGED CONDITIONS 


“These considerations which zappear 
ed conclusive to the Government of 
Canada in 1884, do not it is true pos- 
sess any considerable ferce, when. 
looked upon from the standpoint of 
the present condition of affairs. The 
settlement of the boundary of On- 
tario did not bring about the antic- 
ipated increase in the area of Mani- 
toba andit has not been deemed wise 
to erect the provincial districts of 
Alberta, Assiniboia, Saskatchewan 
and Athabasca into four square pre- 
vinces. On the contrary the measure 
now before Parliament provides fer 
the division of these territeries into 
two provinces, thus leaving an un 
deniable disparity between the area 
of the two provinces about to be 
created and the area of the previnee 
of Manitoba. 

“Notwithstanding that the eom- 
mittee have the utmost sympathy 
with the desire of the province of 
Manitoba to increase its area, it must 
be recognized that circumstances have 
greatly changed since 1881. When 
the addition was made to ‘the pro 
vince of Manitoba, of what is known 
as the “added territory,” in the year 
1881, there existed no serious eb- 
Stecle to the extention of the boun- 
ary of Manitoba at that tmie from 
one to two hundred miles further 
westward. 

“Unfortunately for the solution of 
the question in the manner described 
by the prevince of Manitoba, condi- 
tions have materially changed since 
that date. the strip of territory 
which is in the district of Saskatche- 
wan, immediately to the westward of 
the boundary of Manitoba, is one of 
the best settled districts in the North- 
West Territories. It is not in the 
sition in which it was in 1881, but on 
the contrary it is now a settled coun- 
try, with defined and well established 
institutions, eccupied by people who 
have in the main resided upon their 
present locations sufficiently long ‘to 
become the owners of the property 
which they occupy. All information 
in the hands of .or available to your 
committee indicates that the people 
occupy the strip of territory in 
question may be said to be wunani- 
mously and determinedly opposed to 
being united with the province of 
Manitoba, it is not for your com- 
thittee to discuss the reasons for the 
existence of such a sentiment, nor 
whether there are just grounds for 
its existence or not. 


TERRIBLE RESOLUTION 


“In corroboration of the view above 
expressed a resolution of the Legis- 
tative Assembly of the North West 
Territories, passed on the 20th of May 
1901, may be cited. It is not suggest- 
ed that the resolution of the Assem- 
bly should be regarded as conclusively 
deciding the question for the Govern- 
ment of Canada, but it may be cited 
as indicating what the Legislative As 
sembly thought of the preposition;
